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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a composition, classified in class 526, subclass 
various. 

II. ' Claims 12-16, drawn to a method of coating, classified in class 427, 

subclass 384. 

III. Claim 1 7, drawn to a spray can article, classified in class 428, subclass 
34. 1+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of Group I and II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the 
composition or product as claimed can be used in a materially different process, such 
as being used to create an extruded sheet. 
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3. Inventions of Group I and III are related as mutually exclusive species in an 
intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this 
relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, 
and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.05(j)). In the instant case, the 
intermediate product is deemed to be useful as a composition to be applied from a 
means other than a spray can and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct 
because there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
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recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

7. During a telephone conversation with Robert Jordan on October 3, 2007 a 
provisional election was made WITH traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-11. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 1 2-1 7 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

8. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
' forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

2. Claims 1 -1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mauer US 5,977,228 alone or in view of Ward US 3,895,029. 

3. The Mauer patent is directed to plasticized coating compositions. The 
plasticizers identified at column 5 lines 20+ can be the claimed acid compound. The 
use of fluorochemical compounds as claimed is discussed at column 8 lines 1 2+ and in 
the examples. It would be obvious to select the plasticizer from the list and use it in 
combination with the fluorochemical given the art teaching the use of these ingredients. 

4. The Ward patent is cited as showing a more complete listing of fluoropolymer 
species as coating ingredients. It would be obvious to use the fluoropolymer of Ward in 
the coating composition of Mauer given the art recognized advantages obtained by 
using such fluoropolymers.
